To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Bow  in  the  County 
of  Merrimack  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town 
Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said 
Bow,  on  Tuesday,  the  13th  day  of  March,  next  at  nine  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  sub- 
jects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  budget  as 
submitted  by  the  Budget  Committee. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  be  placed  in  a  capital  reserve  fund 
to  be  used  for  the  construction  of  a  new  fire  station. 
(Appropriation  approved  by  Budget  Committee.) 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $3,000.00  to  be  placed  in  a  capital  reserve  fund 
to  replace  highway  equipment.  (Appropriation  approved 
by  Budget  Committee.) 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $5,000.00  to  construct  a  garage  on  the  fire 
department  lot  to  house  highway  equipment  and  to  be 
used  to  house  school  buses  on  a  rental  basis.  Appropria- 
tion approved  by  Budget  Committee.) 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  a  salary  to  the 
Chief  of  the  Volunteer  Fire  Dept.  in  the  amount  of  $100.00 
per  annum  in  recognition  of  his  services.  (Appropriation 
approved  by  Budget  Committee.) 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  the  board  of 
trust  funds  the  sum  of  $75.00  per  year,  this  amount  to  be 
divided  among  the  three  members  as  compensation  for 


their  services  as  they  may  decide.      (Appropriation  ap- 
proved by  Budget  Committee.) 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  plan  for  ex- 
tending to  employees  of  the  town  the  benefits  of  title  II 
of  the  Federal  Social  Security  Act  (Old  Age  Survivor's 
Insurance)  as  authorized  by  Chapter  101  of  the  Revised 
statutes  Annotated  by  Chapters  301  and  332  of  the  Laws 
of  1955  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $250.00 
to  defray  the  town's  share  of  the  cost  thereof.  (Appropria- 
tion approved  by  Budget  Committee.) 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  wishes  to  exclude  from  the  plan 
services  in  any  class  or  classes  of  positions  filled  by  popu- 
lar election.     (Approved  by  Budget  Committee.) 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  wishes  to  exclude  from  the  plan 
services  in  any  class  or  classes  of  positions  the  compensa- 
tion for  which  is  on  a  fee  basis.  (Approved  by  Budget 
Committee.) 

11.  If  a  plan  for  Social  Security  coverage  is  adopted, 
to  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selection  to  execute  on 
behalf  of  the  town  the  necessary  agreement  with  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  to  carry  into  effect  the  plan  and  to  see 
if  the  town  will  designate  the  Selectmen  as  the  officer  to 
be  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  plan.  (Ap- 
proved by  Budget  Committee.) 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  trade  the  two  trucks  presently  held  by 
the  Highway  Dept.  for  two  new  trucks  and  to  withdraw 
money  from  the  Capital  Reserve  fund  for  this  purpose  as 
recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  select- 
men to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  board 
of  selectmen  to  employ  an  accountant  to  audit  the  ac- 
counts of  the  town  officials. 


15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  board 
of  selectmen  to  sell  to  the  State  Highway  Dept.  such 
property  as  the  State  may  require  for  the  construction  of 
the  toll  road  and  bypass. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  and  maintain 
the  road  name  signs  put  up  by  the  Bow  Community  Men's 
Club. 

17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  board 
of  selectmen  to  have  four  new  street  lights  installed  in  the 
town.     (Approved  by  Budget  Committee.) 

18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  board 
of  selectmen  to  close  (subject  to  gates  and  bars)  at  their 
discretion,  such  as  are  dead  ended  by  the  construction  of 
the  toll  road  and  bypass. 

19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  close  Grand  View 
Road  to  through  trucking.     (By  petition.) 

20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $100.00  for  the  control  of  W.hite  Pine  Blister 
Rust.     (Appropriation  approved  by  Budget  Committee.) 

21.  To  see  what  the  town  wishes  to  do  in  regards  to 
town  tractor. 

22.  To  hear  the  reports  of  standing  committees  and 
take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

23.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  the  meeting.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination  and 
audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Bow  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1955,  which  was  made  by  the 
Division  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town. 
Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the 
report. 

Scope  of  Audit 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the 
accounts  and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer. 
Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds,  Baker 
Free  Library  and  Volunteer  Fire  Department. 

Financial  Statements 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  —  December  31,  1954-Decem- 
ber  31,  1955:     (Exhibit  A-l) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1954 
and  December  31,  1955,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-l.  As 
indicated  therein  the  Surplus  increased  by  $2,792.70  dur- 
ing 1955. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the 
Town  during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the 
factors  which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein.  These 
were  as  folloAvs :

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expendi- 
tures —  Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues:  (Exhibits 
A-3  &  A-4) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expen- 
ditures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  31,  1955,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3 
and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit 
A-4),  a  net  unexpended  balance  of  appropriations  of 
$1,341.66,  plus  a  revenue  surplus  of  $1,459.30,  resulted  in 
a  net  budget  surplus  of  $2,800.96. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  B-l) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1955,  made  up  in  accordance 
with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in 
Exhibit  B-l.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of 
December  31,  1955,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2. 

Audit  Procedure 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public 
funds  were  examined  and  audited.     Vouchers  and  can- 
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celled  checks  were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and 
payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts 
were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of 
receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were 
verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances  made 
from  statements  obtained  from  depository  banks. 

Conclusion : 

The  provision  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955, 
require  that  this  report  or  the  summary  of  findings  and 
recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOW  VOLUNTEER  FIRE 
DEPARTMENT 


The  Bow  Volunteer  Fire  Department,  ten  years  old, 
ten  years  young. 

Help  us  to  keep  growing  in  the  future  as  you  have  in 
the  past ;  so  that  we  in  turn  can  keep  helping  the  people 
in  the  town  of  Bow  and  the  surrounding  communities. 
The  life  we  save  might  be  your  own. 

During  this  past  year  we  had  23  alarms,  and  they  were 
as  follows,  7  chimney  fires,  1  chicken  house,  5  grass  and 
1  brush  fire,  2  flooded  oil  burners,  1  rubbish,  1  junked  car, 
and  1  railroad  bridge  tie  fire,  1  call  for  a  horse  which  fell 
through  a  barn  floor,  and  3  mutual  calls  from  Concord  for 
assistance.  We  called  on  Concord  for  help  twice  during 
the  year. 

The  gross  fire  loss  was  $2,430.00.  Insurance  paid 
$1,830.00,  leaving  a  net  loss  of  $600.00  for  the  year. 

The  new  equipment  purchased  this  year  from  the  town 
appropriation,  included  an  attachment  for  our  Resuscita- 
tor,  so  that  we  can  handle  two  patients  at  the  same  time 
and  a  canvas  salvage  cover  to  protect  furniture,  etc., 
against  water  damage  during  a  fire. 

We  have  purchased  the  lot  on  the  corner  of  the  Bow 
Center  and  Knox  Roads,  where  the  Christianson  saw  mill 
used  to  stand,  for  the  site  of  our  new  fire  station. 

The  department  raised  $661.00  this  year  from  the  sale  of 
scrap  paper,  iron,  etc.  From  these  funds  we  appropriated 
money  to  purchase  10  shock  proof  firemen's  helmets,  four 
3-colored  flashlights  for  use  in  traffic  control  during  fires, 
and  a  300-gallon  canvas  water  tank.  We  also  placed 
$457.00  in  our  Building  Fund. 

Seven  men  and  your  Chief  and  Deputy  Chief  attended 
an  excellent  Fire  Training  School  at  the  Grenier  Air  Force 
Base  in  Manchester.  The  School  was  sponsored  by  the 
N.  H.  Fire  Chief's  Club. 
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Your  Chief  wishes  to  thank  one  and  all  who  participated 
in  the  purchase  of  the  radio  transmitter  and  antenna  as 
a  Christmas  gift  to  him.  The  transmitter  is  in  operation 
at  his  house,  and  has  already  been  used  very  effectively  in 
Fire  Department  work. 

Please  continue  saving  your  old  papers,  magazines,  etc., 
for  us  and  help  swell  our  Building  Fund.  They  not  only 
help  us  but  the  removal  of  them  also  eliminates  a  potential 
fire  hazard  in  your  own  home.

REPORT    OF    THE    LADIES    AUXILIARY    TO    THE 
BOW   VOLUNTEER   FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Ladies  Auxiliary  to  the  Bow  Volunteer  Fire  De- 
partment is  proud  to  report  that  the  year  1955-1956  has 
been  a  very  successful  one.  The  meetings  are  still  being 
held  at  the  homes  of  the  members  every  third  Wednesday 
evening  of  each  month  at  eight  o'clock,  with  the  exception 
of  July  and  August.  We  have  23  active  members  and 
10  inactive. 

Our  emergency  lunch  committee  has  served  coffee  and 
doughnuts  to  the  firemen  at  one  major  fire  this  year. 

The  new  site  for  the  fire  station  has  been  purchased  and 
building  operations  will  begin  as  soon  as  negotiations  for 
purchasing  the  present  fire  station  have  been  completed 
with  the  State. 

With  the  assurance  that  the  new  fire  station  will  even- 
tually be  built,  we  are  still  striving  to  raise  funds  to  fur- 
nish our  new  meeting  room  and  to  equip  our  kitchen  in 
the  new  station. 
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We  now  have  in  our  building  fund  $1,316.17  and 
$128.74  in  our  general  fund.  These  funds  are  increased 
each  year  through  the  efforts  of  the  members.  We  have 
held  food  sales,  white  elephants  sales,  conducted  two  series 
of  whist  parties,  sold  tickets  for  a  drawing  for  an  Easter 
ham.  We  also  prepared  and  served  supper  to  the  N.  H. 
Fire  Chiefs  Club,  and  made  up  a  luncheon  for  the  Merri- 
mack County  Fire  Wardens  school.  Part  of  these  earn- 
ings are  turned  over  to  our  Sunshine  Committee,  and 
Christmas  gifts  were  sent  to  shut-ins. 

A  new  coffee  urn  was  purchased  and  a  donation  given 
to  the  Men's  Community  Club  to  help  with  expenses  for 
the  Halloween  party  for  the  children. 

Although  our  main  object  is  to  earn  money  for  our  new 
quarters  the  Auxiliary  is  not  all  work  and  no  play.  There 
are  plenty  of  good  times  to  be  had.  After  our  meetings  are 
adjourned,  we  enjoy  a  social  hour.  Sometimes  there  are 
games  or  swap  parties  and  occasionally  a  white  elephant 
sale.  We  have  our  annual  banquets  every  year,  and  our 
Christmas  parties  to  look  forward  to.  This  year  we  en- 
tertained the  Concord  Auxiliary  at  the  Town  Hall  and  we 
had  the  pleasure  of  being  guests  at  the  Weare  Auxiliary. 

New  members  are  always  welcome.  We  hope  many  of 
the  women  in  Bow  will  join  us  this  year  and  make  1956  a 
successful  one.  Dues  are  still  50  cents  a  year.  There  is 
a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  in  knowing  that  the  Fire  De- 
partment needs  our  help  and  appreciates  our  efforts.

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BE  A  GOOD  CITIZEN  —  COOPERATE 

Smoking'  and  debris  burning-  caused  more  than  50  per- 
cent of  the  forest  fires  occurring  in  the  state  of  New  Hamp- 
shire in  1955  —  235  fires  out  of  a  total  463  originated  from 
these  two  sources.  Lighted  smoking  material  and  matches 
thrown  from  moving  vehicles  along  the  highway  or 
dropped  by  fishermen,  hunters,  hikers,  berry  and  flower 
pickers  accounted  for  26  percent;  debris  burning  in  the 
wrong  place  or  at  the  wrong  time  by  those  who  failed  to 
heed  all  pleas  for  safety  or  refused  to  recognize  the  logical, 
sensible  rules  and  regulations  set  up  under  legislative 
authority  governing  the  use  of  fire  in  or  near  woodlands 
accounted  for  more  than  24  percent.    This  is  inexcusable. 

Everything  possible  is  being  done  officially  to  remedy 
the  situation.  Since  1909  there  has  been  a  statute  on  our 
law  books  which  requires  everyone  to  secure  written  per- 
mission from  the  local  forest  fire  warden  before  starting  a 
fire  in  or  near  woodlands  or  where  fire  can  be  com- 
municated to  woodlands,  unless  the  ground  is  covered 
with  snow.  A  never  ending  program  of  educational  work 
is  being  carried  on  by  your  local  warden  and  state  officials 
to  inform  the  general  public  both  of  the  value  and  neces- 
sity of  securing  the  required  permit  for  such  burning. 
Much  progress  has  been  made,  but  there  are  still  many 
who  fail  or  refuse  to  cooperate.  The  value  of  our  permit 
system  was  definitely  proven  in  this  district  during  the 
1955  calendar  year.  Local  wardens  issued  3864  permits 
for  debris  buring  fires.  That's  a  lot  of  permits.  The 
records  show  only  2  permit  fires  got  out  of  control.  This 
proves  several  things  —  while  wardens  were  liberal  in  the 
issuance  of  fire  permits,  accommodating  every  applicant 
so  far  as  possible,  they  were  cautious,  following  closely 
directives  outlining  overall  policy  governing  the  issuance 
of  burning  permits  and  thoroughly  instructing  permit 
users.  The  latter,  too,  fully  appreciate  their  responsibility 
in  using  their  permits,  governed  themselves  accordingly. 
Result?    Much  burning  done  legally  and  safe. 
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But  what  of  the  smokers?  Despite  all  the  efforts  of 
those  officially  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  prevent- 
ing fires,  too  many  were  careless  or  thoughtless  in  dispos- 
ing of  smoking  material  and  matches.  Why?  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  say.  Autos  are  now  equipped  with  ash  trays. 
Why  not  use  them.  The  crushing  out  of  a  cigar,  cigarette 
and  the  complete  extinguishment  of  matches  before  being 
discarded  is  an  easy  chore. 

If  the  costly  habits  of  the  careless  and  indifferent 
smoker  and  debris  burner  could  be  overcome,  more  than 
half  of  our  annual  forest  fires  would  be  eliminated. 
Will  YOU  do  YOUR  share  to  bring  this  about? 


Remember 

1.  Get  a  written  permit  from  your  local  warden  before 
starting  your  debris  burning  or  camp  fire.  The  law 
requires  it. 

2.  Make  certain  they  are  dead  out  before  leaving  them. 

3.  Become  a  safe  smoker  by  extinguishing  smoking 
material  and  matches  before  discarding  them.

Baker  Free  Library  has  had  a  very  busy  and  encour- 
aging year.  The  total  circulation  has  been  6,667  books 
and  magazines,  a  gain  of  940  over  last  year.  90  adults 
and  169  children  and  young  people  have  registered  this 
year.  This  is  also  a  large  gain  over  last  year.  601  books 
have  been  added  through  gifts  and  purchases.  292  books 
have  been  discarded. 

The  extension  service  of  the  State  Library  through  a 
state  aid  grant  gave  190  new  books.

Through  the  com- 
ing year  I  hope  many  more  children  will  be  encouraged  to 
come.  Another  state  aid  grant  of  $250.00  has  been 
awarded  for  the  new  year. 

At  this  time  I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
volunteer  service  Mrs.  Lloyd  Brown  has  been  doing. 
Without  her  help  I  could  never  meet  the  demands  for 
service  on  Wednesday  afternoons.  During  the  year  an  oil 
burner  has  been  installed  and  a  well  dug  to  give  us  the 
much  needed  water. 

Once  again,  1  stress  that  Baker  Free  Library  is  yours, 
the  town's.  Please  come  in  and  get  acquainted  with  it. 
The  trustees,  Mrs.  Brown  and  your  librarian  are  trying 
to  give  the  best  possible  service  we  can.  Vote  to  support 
the  library  and  its  budget  and  we  will  have  up-to-date, 
stimulating  books  in  all  fields  for  all  ages.

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Financial  Statements

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  June  30,  1954  and 
June  30,  1955,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A.  As  indicated 
therein,  the  financial  condition  of  the  School  District 
changed  from  a  Surplus  of  $2,088.53  to  a  Net  Debt  of 
$39,829.71,  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1955.

As  indicated  by  the  Budget  Summary  (Exhibit  D),  a  net 
unexpended  balance  of  appropriations  of  $3,228.01,  less 
a  net  revenue  deficit  of  $722.52,  resulted  in  a  net  budget 
surplus  of  $2,505.49.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Bow : 

The  current  school  year  opened  with  approximately  the 
same  number  of  pupils  as  for  the  preceding  year,  and  with 
but  one  change  in  our  teaching  staff.  Mrs.  Mildred  Cross, 
who  had  taught  in  the  primary  grades  for  the  past  thirteen 
years,  decided  to  change  her  residence,  and  Miss  Virginia 
Ross,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  was 
chosen   to   replace   Mrs.   Cross.     In   January,   1956   Mrs. 
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Eleanor  Graham,  our  first  grade  teacher,  requested  a  re- 
lease from  her  contract,  and  Miss  Joyce  Philbrick,  a  grad- 
uate of  Plymouth  Teachers  College,  was  secured  as  a  re- 
placement. 

1956-57  Budget 

Contained  elsewhere  in  this  report  will  be  found  the 
budget  for  1956-57  as  proposed  by  the  School  Board.  The 
proposed  budget  calls  for  an  increase  of  $12,000.  Several 
line  items  have  materially  increased,  the  largest  change 
being  in  the  allowance  for  High  School  Tuition.  With 
some  30  pupils  being  graduated  from  our  eighth  grade  this 
coming  June  and  six  now  in  Grade  12  of  the  Concord  High 
School,  we  have  a  net  increase  of  24  secondary  pupils.  An 
increase  of  $8,800  is  provided  to  meet  this  item. 

Other  increases  are  in  Teachers'  Salaries,  Plant  Opera- 
tion, and  in  the  item  of  Equipment  (which  item  will  be 
considered  under  Transportation).  Against  these  in- 
creases additional  income  items  are  included,  particularly 
State  Aid  for  Bond  Service  of  $1,540  and  a  proposed 
$3,000  note. 

Also  included  in  the  budget  is  a  deficiency  appropriation 
of  $825  to  cover  unanticipated  charges  for  high  school 
tuition  for  the  current  year.  The  number  of  pupils 
actually  attending  Concord  and  Manchester  High  Schools 
exceeded  the  number  expected  when  our  current  budget 
was  adopted. 


Transportation 

During  the  past  two  years  we  have  been  operating 
three  vehicles  on  our  several  school  bus  routes.  The  North 
Bow  and  Albin  Road  areas  have  been  covered  by  Mr. 
Morris  Foote  (2  trips)  ;  Bow  Center  by  Mr.  William 
Megrath  (4  trips),  and  the  remainder  of  the  Center,  Bog, 
South  Bow,  Turnpike  and  River  Road  areas  being  covered 
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by  our  district  owned  bus.  The  annual  cost  at  present  is 
approximately  $6,350,  including  operational  costs  of  the 
district  bus. 

It  now  appears  that  we  may  have  additional  pupils  in 
the  Center  and  Bog  areas  in  the  near  future.  If  such  is 
the  case,  the  cost  of  transportation  in  succeeding  years 
could  well  exceed  the  $6,350  previously  mentioned. 

Two  courses  are  open  for  consideration,  —  (1)  to  con- 
tinue the  present  plan  with  the  possibility  that  our  present 
equipment  will  be  inadequate  to  meet  the  problem,  or  (2) 
to  have  the  District  purchase  a  second  bus. 

The  Board  has  provided  in  the  1956-57  for  the  purchase 
of  a  second  bus  at  a  cost  of  $4,600,  and  the  Board  is  pro- 
posing a  three-year  loan  for  $3,000,  payable  at  the  rate  of 
$1,000  annually,  the  balance  of  the  cost  of  the  vehicle  to  be 
financed  in  the  new  budget.  Such  a  plan  would  necessitate 
a  yearly  outlay  of  approximately  $6,700  per  year  for  the 
next  five  years,  including  the  building  up  of  a  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  of  $3,400  to  be  used  for  trade-in  on  the 
present  bus  for  a  new  vehicle  in  1960. 

The  Board's  Budget  has  incorporated  under  Transpor- 
tation, Insurance,  Equipment,  Principal  and  Interest  the 
necessary  items  to  carry  out  the  above  plan. 

School  Warrant 

The  Warrant  for  1956  as  now  prepared  contains  the  cus- 
tomary articles  relative  to  election  of  officers  and  con- 
sideration of  the  proposed  budget.  The  budget  contains 
an  additional  item  under  teachers'  salaries  to  provide  the 
services  of  a  "Helping  Teacher."  "With  the  increasing 
growth  in  certain  areas,  the  superintendent  is  no  longer 
able  to  devote  sufficient  time  to  supervision.  The  1953 
Session  of  the  General  Court  authorized  the  services  of 
"helping  teachers"  in  such  Supervisory  Unions  as  war- 
ranted the  added  personnel.  The  law  provides  that,  with 
the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  the 
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adoption  of  the  provision  by  the  several  school  districts 
within  a  Supervisory  Union,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
will  contribute  $2,500  toward  the  salary,  the  balance  to  be 
shared  by  the  districts  of  the  Union. 

Supervisory  Union  No.  19  (composed  of  Goffstown,  Bow, 
Dunbarton,  New  Boston  and  Weare)  has  approximately 
doubled  in  size  during  the  past  ten  years ;  the  number  of 
teachers  increasing  from  42  in  1944  to  70  in  1956,  and  the 
number  of  pupils  from  985  to  some  1700.  It  is  obvious 
that  this  increase  in  numbers  of  teachers  and  pupils,  to- 
gether with  the  added  building  and  financial  problems, 
leaves  little  time  for  the  superintendent  to  carry  on  class- 
room supervision.  In  considering  the  problem  at  the 
Supervisory  Union  Meeting  in  December,  it  was  practically 
a  unanimous  feeling  that  a  "helping  teacher"  could  per- 
form the  important  function  of  working  with  our  teachers 
of  the  elementary  level  in  developing  a  more  effective 
teaching  and  educational  program. 

With  the  State  assuming  more  than  50%  of  the  cost  of 
such  a  person,  the  financial  load  on  any  one  School  District 
is  relatively  small  in  terms  of  the  potential  results  of  the 
program.  For  that  reason,  the  item  was  included  in  the 
budget  of  the  Supervisory  Union  for  the  coming  school 
year.
